“Eastern Oklahoma, and ‘Muskogee 
county in particular, is interested in 
this matter. Thousands of negroes 
are coming to Oklahoma from South­ 
ern states because just such a law

effective 
there. Oklahoma has got to protect 
herself. Unless she wants the illit­ 
erate negroes of

bama and Georgia dumped into this 
state, here to become voters, elect 
officers and make laws for intelligent 
white men to live under, then this 
state has got to pass the same kind 
of a law that other Southern states 
have. Pass the negroes on to Kansas. 
“On the West side of the state, ex­ 
cept in a few counties, there are not 
enough negroes to make the matter 
an issue. 
So we need 
not 
expect 
much, assistance from that side of the 
state. 
It is the Eastern counties, 
where there is already a heavy and 
constantly increasing negro popula­ 
tion, that should take bold of this 
matter and get the requisite number 
of petitioners to initiate the amend­ 
ment.

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The obituary of R. D. Gwin, father 
of prominent fellow townsman, Edw. 
Gwin, clipped from 
the 
McKenzie 
Banner, was secured with some ef­ 
fort from an Ada friend, who had 
received a copy of the paper con­ 
taining same, and is hereunder re­ 
produced in replica, as is, also, the 
head lines above introducing obituary 
article. 
Dr. Robert D. Gwin was born near 
Huntington, Tenn., Oct. 5, 1829, and 
died at his home four miles south of 
McKenzie, Friday, April 29, 1910. 
For over fifty years Dr. Gwin prac­ 
ticed medicine in this county and 
there is scarcely a home for miles 
around but what he had visited as a 
physician and administered to those 
who were sick. 
So great was the confidence of 
many in this venerable physician that 
often times he was called into a home 
to see a special friend and patient, 
and left without administering a dose 
of medicine, yet his visit was worth 
more than perhaps all the medicine 
he could have prescribed. 
He was universally respected by 
all; his courtly bearing and treat­ 
ment of 
even 
the 
most 
humble, 
brought forth words of praise and at­ 
tachments of true friendship. 
Dr. Gwin was a learned gentleman, 
not only in the science of medicine, 
but in literature and on general ques­ 
tions of the day he was always found 
to be well versed. 
We are not prepared to speak of 
his service in the army not having 
the proper data, hut next week we 
will have an article from the pen of 
an old friend and comrade to treat of 
his war record. 
His brave fight during the ye.Hut 
fever seige of '78-,79, is too well 
known to our citizens to need com­ 
ment. 
He stayed with his people in 
the dark days and administered to 
patients where others would not. 
Dr. Gwin was a charter member of 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
of this place in 1867. There is only 
one of the eighteen charter members 
now living, Capt. S. A. MeBane, who 
'lives in Texas. 
-He was a true christian soldier of 
the cross, one who loved his God and 
mankind. He never spoke ill of any 
person, only words of praise came 
from his lips. 
Many are the families 
who have heard his words of sympa­ 
thy as he stood by the beside of 
their loved one who had crossed the 
bar. 
He was a truly sympathetic nature 
that went out to every one in sor­ 
row'. 
It touches us deeply to have to 
chronicle his death. It seems as if 
a member of our family has gone. So 
closely has he been to us and our 
loved ones, so tenderly did he watch 
at our cradle-side when the tiny 
spark of life was almost gone; night 
after night 
without 
any 
rest 
or 
thought of his own comfort he watch­ 
ed for the change which he feared 
would be against us.

It 
requires all restaurants and hotels 
in cties exceeding 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 in popula­ 
tion to file with the Mayor on the 
first day of each year a list, of prices 
covering all dishes 
served.

prices can not be changed at any 
period during that year. 
As New Orleans is the only city 
in the state with a population ex­ 
ceeding 100,000, no other city in Lou­ 
isana would enjoy the benefits of 
such a law.

More than a dozen personal friends 
of Dr. Hyde and his wife remained 
in the room with the 
couple. 
The 
scene more resembled a social gath­ 
ering than the convening of intimates 
about a man upon whom a judgment 
that might mean destruction was be­ 
ing weighed. 
Seated in the center of the little 
circle of people, the physician light­ 
ed a cigar, tinted back in his chair 
and began to tell stories. Soon the 
party was laughing and joking. 
But the aged father of Dr. Hyde 
was not present. The long hours of 
the trial have exhausted him. When 
the last speech was finished, he went 
to his hotel and retired. 
Growing weary after a more than 
four weeks’ imprisonment, the ballot­ 
ing time was greeted with signs of 
relief by the jurymen. During the 
final hours of the closing addresses, 
which occupied the entire regular 
fcourt sessions, for twro days and en­ 
tered into extra night sessions, the 
jurymen looked often at the clock 
and 
restlessly 
moved 
in 
their 
chairs. 
When James A. Reed closed the 
state’s final argument tonight and j 
Judge Latshaw indicated the jury 
was free to begin voting on its ver­ 
dict, the twelve men walked quickly 
from the court room. The court in­ 
formed 
them it would wait until 


about midnight for a verdict. If n ^ e 
had been found at that time, said the 
court, they would be sent to their 
hotel to return tomorrow and con­ 
tinue their deliberations. 
Even though Prosecutor Conkling 
today implored the jury to inflict the 
death penalty upon Dr. Hyde, the 
physician smiled as the arbiters of 
his fate retired. Turning to his wife 
at his sade, he said:

Immediately after the jury had re­ 
tired, the crowd was ordered from 
the court room, but the spectators, 
who day by day have fought for 
places from which they might best 
hear the testimony, were unwilling 
to leave upon a mere request. They 
wanted to remain until a verdict 
was rendered, if one was brought in 
tonight, but the court would not per­ 
mit it. In fifteen minutes after the 
close of the arguments, the marshal 
and his assistants had cleared the 
room.

The obituary of R. D. Gwin, father 


of prominent, fellow townsman, Edw. 
Gwin, clipped from 
the McKenzle 


Banner, was secured with some ef- 
fort from an Ada friend, who had 
received a copy of the paper con- 
taining same, and is hereunder rei 
produced In replica, as. Is, also, the 
head lines above introducing obituary 
article. 


Dr. Robert D. Gwin was born near 


Huntlngton, Tenn., Oct. 5, 1829, and 
died at his home four miles south of 
McKenzie, Friday, April 29, 1910. 


For over fifty years Dr. Gwin prac- 


ticed medicine in this county and 
there Is scarcely a home for miles 
around but what he had visited as a 
physician and administered to those 
who were sick. 


So great was 
the confidence 
o"f 


many In this venerable physician that 
often times he was called into a home 
to see a special friend and patient, 
and left without administering a dose 
of medicine, yet his visit was worth 
more than perhaps all the medicine 
he could have prescribed. 


He was universally respected by 


all; his courtly bearing and treat- 
ment of * even 
the 
most humble 


brought forth words of praise and at- 
tachments of true friendship. 


Dr. Gwin was a learned gentleman, 


not only in the science of medicine, 
but in literature and on general ques- 
tions of the day he was always found 
to be well versed. 


We are not prepared to speak of 


his service in the army not having 
the proper data, but next week we 
will have an article from the pen 01 
an old friend and comrade to treat of 
his war record. 
. His brave flght durlftg the 
Eever selge of '78-,79, is too Wei 
known to our citizens to need com- 
ment. He stayed with his people in 
the dark days and administered to 
patients where others would not. 


Dr. Gwin was a charter member o! 


the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
of this place in 1867. There Is only 
one of the eighteen charter members 
now living, Capt. S. A. MeBane, who 
lives in Texas. 


iHe was a true Christian soldier o! 


the cross, one who loved his God and 
mankind. He never spoke ill of any 
person, only words of praise came 
from his lips. Many are the families 
who'have heard his words of sympa- 
thy as he stood by the beside o 
their loved one who had crossed the 
bar. 


He was a truly sympathetic nature 


that went out to every one In sor- 
row. 


It touches us deeply to have to 


chronicle his death. It seems as if 
a member of our family has gone. So 
closely has he been to us and our 
loved ones, so tenderly did he watch 
at our cradle-side when the tiny 
spark of life was almost gone; night 
after night 
without any rest 
or 


thought of his own comfort he watch- 
ed for the change which he feared 
would be against us. 


iln the presence of friends to the 


number that filled the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church last Saturday 
afternoon Rev. 'P. P. Johnson, assist- 
ed by Rev. J. IM. Pickens, held 'the 
funeral service, and In beautiful Mt. 
Olivet cemetery his mortal body lies 
while his immortal spirit is at rest 
in Its mansion beyond the skies. 


When we looked for the last time 


upon his face 
which 
seemed 
so 


peaceful and happy looking, we could 
only think of the very appropriate 
words used as a text by Rev. John- 
son, "I have fought a good flght, I 
have finished my course, <1 have kept 
the faith; henceforth there Is laid 
up for me a crown of righteousness 
which the Ixjrd the righteous judge 
shall give me at that day, and not 
to me only, but unto all them also 
that love His appearing."

Is, also, the 
head lines above Introducing obituary 
article. 


Dr. Robert O. Gwin was born near 


Huntington, Tenn., Oct. 5, 1S29, and 
died at his home four miles south of 
McKenzie, Friday, April 29, 1910. 


uF\3r over fifty years Dr. Gwin prac- 


ticed medicine in this county and 
there Is scarcely a home for miles 
around but what he had visited as a 
physician and administered to those 
who were sick. 


So great was 
the 
confidence 
o~f 


many in this venerable physician that 
often times he was called into a home 
to see a special friend and patient, 
and left without administering a dose 
of medicine, yet his visit was worth 
more than perhaps all the medicine 
he could have prescribed. 


He was universally respected by 


all; his ^courtly bearing and treat- 
ment of 
even 
the 
most humble, 


brought forth words of praise and at- 
tachments of true friendship. 


Dr. Gwin was a learned gentleman, 


not only in the science of medicine, 
but in literature and on general ques- 
tions of the day he was always found 
to be well versed. 


We are not prepared to speak of 


hia service in the army not having 
the proper data, but next weeli we 
will have an article from the pen of 
an old friend and comrade to treat of 
his war record. 
. His brave flght durlftg the yeltow 
fever seige of '78-,79, is too well 
known to our citizens to need com- 
ment. He stayed with his people in 
the dark days and administered to 
patients where others wonld not. 


Dr. Gwin was a charter member of 


the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
of this place in 1867. There is only 
one of the eighteen charter members 
now living, Capt. S. A. MeBane, who 
lives in Texas. 


iHe was a true Christian soldier of 


the cross, one who loved his God and 
mankind. He never spoke 111 of any 
person, only words of praise came 
from his lips. Many are the families 
who'have heard his words of sympa- 
thy as he stood by the beside of 
their loved one who had crossed the 
bar. 


He was a truly sympathetic nature 


that went out to every one In sor- 
row. 


It touches us deeply to have to 


chronicle his death. It seems as if 
a member of our family has gone. So 
closely has he been to us and our 
loved ones, so tenderly did he watch 
at our cradle-side when the tiny 
spark of life was almost gone; night 
after night 
without any rest 
or 


thought of his own comfort he watch- 
ed for the change which he feared 
would be against us. 


iln the presence of friends to the 


number that filled the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church last Saturday 
afternoon Rev. 'P. P. Johnson, assist- 
ed by Rev. J. IM. Pickens, held 'the 
funeral service, and in beautiful Mt. 
Olivet cemetery his mortal body lies 
while his Immortal spirit is at rest 
in Its mansion beyond the skies. 


When we looked tor the last time 


upon his face

peaceful and happy looking, we could 
only think of the very appropriate 
words used as a text by Rev. John- 
son, "I have fought a good flght, I 
have finished my course, <1 have kept 
the faith; henceforth there is laid 
up for me a crown of righteousness 
which the Lord the righteous judge 
shall give me at that day, and not 
to me only, but unto all them also 
that love His appearing."
